when we avoid doing bad deeds we do more good deeds 
and when we do these good deeds for the sake of Allah 
as he is always in our 
mind, We will become a lot

It makes us punctual and 
gives us an ideal routine 
to work efficiently. 

Fajr time or morning just 


before dawn, urges us that we should start our day 


carly. 

At mid-day or zuhr, we should take a little break from 
work. Which also means that we should focus on doing 
all our work in the morning, 

Before sunset or asr 
ensures another break. 
Maghrib, before sunset, 
indicates the time of day 
when we should stop our 
work and be with family or 
the community, 

Isha is the final prayer 
which signals time for bed, 
Praying Salaat on time also 
makes us very punctual, as 
we try to pray at the time of fadhilat., 

Another way salaat affects our daily life is that it 
makes our willpower stronger. Because for example you 
are playing a Vidéo game and the time of prayer comes, 
if you want to pray on the time of fadhilat then you 
will have to leave the video game even if you don't 
want to. So ìt teaches us self control 

Prayer also makes us a better person because we try 
to do good deeds all the time so we will always be fair 


in our dealings in day-to-day life. By not lying, not 
hurting other people..etc
